Mawhinney teaches the article carried by a tag which 
correspond to RF signals and produce a signal to identify the article (see Abstract); Mawhinney does not teach the signals analyzer 
however, it is tough in Nysen for better signal analysis. Regarding claims 19-21, 24, 25, 28, 29, and 31-33, the combination of 
Mawhinney and Nysen and Dames is proper; Dames teaches providing a data storage and retrieval system, and comparing 
thecharacteristics with known stored information in a data bank relating to items on an inventoly to identify that item (see col.
